y \ ORDS ftand for things ; every: 


word in common ufe is known as the repre- 
fentative of fome idea, or affociation of ideas : 
therefore the ufing of words differently from 


or contrary to their common meaning, and 


without giving notice of fuch innovations, is 
holding out falfe colours, and tends dire&ily 
to deception and error. It is often done 
with infidious defigns, and to anfwer party 
purpofes. Partifans, by fixing opprobrious 
names on their opponents, rarely tail to at- 
tach to them a degree of dium. 


There is, perhaps, no-fingle circumftance, 
which has gained more profelites-to the parsy 
in this country that 1s now in power, from 
among well meaning, but uninformed peo- 
ple, than its bold, though unfourded claims 
to exclufive republicani/m, together with its 
calumzious alperfion of the other party as a- 
riftocrats and monarchifls. This has had its 


intended effe&t in two ways. On the one 


hand, while the oppofitionifts are called re-. 


publicans, in contradiflinétion to. the other 
party, and while they make a fhew of in- 


trenching themfelves in the flrong hold of 


republicanifm, an attack upon them would 
feem like an attempt to florm the republican 
citadel. On the other hatd, inconfiderate 
people, judging trom the names which haye 


been given t» the two parties, are led to im-

republicanifm and its oppofite, and that a dif- 
fent from the party, which is diftinguifhed 
by the name of republican, would in fa& be 


an abandonment of the republican principles

Why will they fuffer themfelves to be duped 
by words and names ? Why do thcy not ex. 
amine fats >—A view of the rife, pragrefs 
and charaéter of the party, that is compofed 
of felfflyled republicans, wil} evince that 
their confident claims to exclufive republi, 


| canifm are totally unfounded. 


If we look back to the time that imme- 
diately preceded the fitting of the conven- 
tion, which formed the federal conftitution 


of esa we no where find this mufh-. 


party. The inhabitants of the whole 


couniry-were then claffed under.one and the 


fame denomination. * National degradation 
had generally awakened a poignant and dif 
treffing fenfibility ; while dear-bought expe- 
rience had effe€tually demonfirated the utter 
inefficacy of the old confederation. That it 
was neceffary to infufe .a portion of energy 
into the general government, was univerfal- 
ly agreed ; but, in what meafure and in 
what manner, were the puzzling queftions. 
The members of the convention, -chofen by 
the feveral ftates, exprefled upon the fubje& 
various and confli€ting opinions. “Some of 
them were difpofed to prop and mend the 
old contederation : others were for forming 


two or more feparate and independent con- 


federacies ; while a refpe€table majority, 


with WasHINGTON the great and the good 


at their head, convinced of the imprattica- 
bility and pernicious .confequences of the. 


other plans, agreed to originate, or trame a- 


new a coniflitution of general government.— 
In doing this they had to adjuft and com- 
promife a variety of oppofite local interefts ; 
and the conftitution of government that we 
now enjoy was the refuit of long and patient 
difcuffion and mutual conceffions.* 








No fooner was this conftitution agreed to 
in convention, figned by its prefident and of- 
tered to the people for their ratification, than 
the minor party founded the tocfin of oppo- 
fition. They appealed to the people by in- 
flammatory addrefles—reprefented the new 
conftitution to be a horrible fyftem of defpo- 
tifm, lavifhed upon it every epithet of re- 
proach and deteftation, and ufed every effort 
and every infidious art to excite againi it a 
general jealoufy and abhorrehee in the pub- 
lic mind. At that important period, the 


different parties originally took their refpece 


tive names—names, which properly defignat. 
ed their principles. The newly iramed plan 
was denominated the federal government, in- 
afmuch asunder it the feveral fates were al 
to be confederated tegether : and according- 
ly the friends of this conftitution were called 
federalifts ; while, on the contrary, its ops 
pofers and avowed enemies took the name of 
anti-federalifts, and were fometimes alfo cal~ 
led oppofitionifts. '
